RECOGNIZING  GIFTS 

Donors  of  endowed  scholarships  are  presented  framed  certificates  in  appreciation  and  recognition 
is  given  to  all  donors.  Givers  of  $500  or  more  are  known  as  Key  Participants  and  receive  Visitor  Status  at 
the  College.  Business  firms  giving  $200  or  more  are  known  as  Corporate  Participants  and  individuals 
giving  $200  or  more  are  College  Participants.  An  annual  gift  of  $100  provides  a  Century  Club  membership 
while  an  annual  gift  of  $25  leads  to  Quarter-Century  Club  membership.  Other  gifts  are  recognized  from  a 
Friend  of  the  Coiiege  and  suitably  recognized.  All  gifts  to  the  RTC  Foundation  are  tax  deductible. 


NINETEEN  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHTY-TWO 


The  Randolph  Technical  College  Foundation  began  to  realize  its  goal  of  supporting  Randolph 
Technical  college's  students  in  1982.  A  total  of  22  students  received  $3,607  in  scholarship  funds  and 
another  $1,750  has  been  committed  for  the  $pring  Quarter,  commitments  to  endow  scholarships  were 
received  from  12  more  donors,  bringing  the  total  funds  committed  to  the  Scholarship  Endowment  to 
$81 ,000.  Of  this  amount,  $45,036.66  had  been  received  by  the  end  of  1982. 

Two  groups  of  College  employees  were  among  the  endowed  scholarship  donors  as  both  the  RTC 
Faculty  Association  and  the  Administrative  Services  Division  made  commitments,  in  addition,  scholar- 
ships were  established  with  funds  from  the  College's  Campus  Store  and  Campus  Food  Services.  These 
funds  must  be  used  to  benefit  students,  which  they  will  do  in  perpetuity  as  endowed  scholarships. 

Another  scholarship  was  endowed  with  the  proceeds  from  the  RTC  Foundation  Charity  Auction.  The 
auction  was  held  on  September  19  as  part  of  RTC's  Twentieth  Birthday  Party  and  raised  over  $3,000  for 
the  Foundation.  Auctioned  items  were  donated  by  numerous  local  businesses  and  individuals,  including 
many  art  worl<s  by  RTC  students  and  instructors.  Among  the  celebrity  donations  were  a  racing  jacket 
from  Richard  Petty,  a  belt  bucl<le  formerly  worn  by  actor  Burt  Reynolds,  Mayor  Reese's  wedding  hat,  and 
flags  that  had  flown  over  the  u.  S.  Capitol,  the  State  Capitol,  and  Asheboro  City  Hall.  Local  radio  celebrity 
John  Ferree  spent  an  invigorating  afternoon  serving  as  the  auctioneer. 

The  RTC  Foundation  voted  to  undertal<e  another  campaign  in  1982,  a  campaign  to  endow  the 
Colleges  proposed  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program.  The  College  has  secured  funding  to  start  the 
program,  which  was  planned  in  response  to  the  community's  need  for  many  more  Registered  Nurses, 
but  several  special  factors  make  the  endowment  of  funds  to  provide  future  operating  revenues  a 
necessity.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  shouldered  the  challenge  of  raising  an  endowment  of  $500,000  by 
1985,  believing  that  the  need  for  adequate  nursing  help  and  the  county's  long  history  of  support  of  its 
medical  institutions  will  make  this  goal  a  reality.  By  the  end  of  1982,  $8,943.11  had  been  received  and 
another  $22,500  committed  for  the  Nursing  Endowment. 

The  union  Carbide  corporation  sponsored  the  annual  Distinguished  Service  Awards  program  again  in 
1982.  Awards  were  given  in  4  categories  to  persons  who  have  distinguished  themselves  through  their 
work  at  RTC.  Nominations  were  made  by  college  employees.  The  winners  announced  at  the  1982 
graduation  ceremonies  were: 

Administrator  of  the  Year  -  Allan  Edwards,  Vice-President  for  instruction 

Instructor  of  the  Year  -  Dot  Snyder,  English  instructor 

Staff  Person  of  the  Year  -  Bill  McCollum,  Graphic  Artist 

Student  of  the  Year  -  Cina  Leach,  Business  Administration 


The  faculty  and  staff  of  RTC  deserve  special  recognition  for  their  support  of  the  Foundation  this  year. 
A  total  of  $2,727.66  was  contributed  to  the  scholarship  Endowment,  the  Nursing  Endowment,  a  medical 
emergency  fund  for  students,  and  for  other  purposes  by  40  RTC  employees  in  1982. 

All  of  these  activities  resulted  in  1982  being  the  RTC  Foundation's  best  year  yet.  The  total  income  of 
$42,935.70  and  the  net  income  of  $37,839.32  more  than  doubled  the  1981  figures,  in  1982  the  RTC  Foun- 
dation was  able  to  award  almost  10%  of  this  income  for  scholarships  and  awards  while  keeping  operating 
expenses  low.  For  every  dollar  the  Foundation  raised  in  1982  only  2y2  cents  was  spent  for  administrative 
purposes,  far  below  the  average  cost  for  education  foundations. 

These  tremendous  successes  in  1982  are  due  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Foundation's  Board  of  Directors, 
who  have  all  given  large  amounts  of  their  time,  and  to  the  generosity  of  the  people  and  businesses  of 
Randolph  County.  For  these  reasons  the  RTC  Foundation  is  able  to  maintain  its  goal  of  providing  a 
"margin  of  excellence "  at  Randolph  Technical  college.
